Common observations show in every com- 
munity that the accumulation of wealth 
often makes the possessor more conserv- 
ative m his expenditures and more care 


ful in the use of what he buys.

FOR A MOIST WINTER 


Health is going to be wealth this winter anJ 


now is the time to consider how to conserve fuel 
The majority of houses or dwellings are overheated 
much of the time. Some store and office buildings 
are overheated all the time. The health, comfort 
efficiency and wealth of every one concerned wouk 
be enhanced by the exercise of better judgment in 
the heating of living and work rooms. The chief 
difficulty to contend with is the excessive drying 
out of the air by any kind of artificial heating. 


It is a curious fact that winter air heated up to 
5 degrees, which is from five to 10 degrees too 


warm for health and efficiency, ordinarily does not 
seem so comfortable as air at 85 degrees (F.) for a 
lormal individual, because the air at the higher 
emperature becomes excessively dried out, and un- 
ess some adequate provision is made for moisten 
ng it. the excessively dry air will seem "chilly" and 
occupants of the room will threaten to take a chill 
or will suspect stray drafts of reaching them—in 
hort, the excessive dryness makes everybody a 
ittle techy, and they don't know why. 


In order to keep the air of a house of seven rooms 


ufficiently moistened it is necessary to evaporate 
not less than four gallons of water each 24 hours 
while the temperature IP kept at approximately 65 
degrees F., and when the household temperature 
s permitted to soar to or above 70 degrees some- 
thing like thirty gallons of water must be evaporated 
each 24 hours to maintain a fair humidity. 


Many furnaces have a pan for evaporating water. 


and often householders neglect to utilize this be- 
cause they find the furnace will work just as well 
without the bother. Nevertheless it pays to keep 
the water pan in action, even though it evaporates 
only a fraction of the amount required. It saves 
fuel because rrioisture in the air gives comfort 
(and 
health) at a lower temperature. 
It is good 


economy to provide a connection with the water 
system, so that water is automatically kept in the 
evaporating pan of the furnace, if the care taker 
doesn't think it worth while to fill the w^ter pan 
every time the furnace is stoked. 


The reason why people living in places at con- 


siderable altitude and far from the sea can en- 
dure very low temperatures with comparative com- 
fort is that the air is comparatively dry. 
So there 


is some ground for the common belief that damp 
cold is mor" "penetrating." but of course that 
doesn't apply 10 the house heating question. Every- 
body knows that excessively high summer temper- 
ature? are harder to endure when the air is very 
moist or muggy. 


The ideal to strive for in artificial heating is a 


temperature and humidity about like those of a per- 
fect autumn day, and these conditions are most 
nearlv approached when the household temperature 
is- Kept between 6" and 68 degrees, or an average 
i~'5 degrees and about a gallon of water evaporated 
each 24 hours for every room of ordinary capacity. 


When enough steam or water vapor is present 


n the a,r to make the windows frost over in #vmter. 
tha» IP a fairly good indication of the proper hu- 
miflitv 
Jn the absence of other provision, constant 


evaporation from an open vessel of water on stove 
furnace or radiator is a great aid in majntammg 
healthful humidity.

acy and conducted their negotiations 
with the frankness of the parley at 
Washington." 


The Binghamton PRESS feels that

really wish to show their "friendship 
for the present' administration they 
will lose no time in signing on the 
dotted line."

ence, which was haled a* one of the 
greatest diplomatic achievements of 
the last decade may yet prove a hoi 
low mockery.
